SPUTNIK I BROKE 
INTO EIGHT PARTS, 
SCIENTISTS SAY 


COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 14 
(AP)\—The first Russian earth 
satellite broke into eight dis- 
tinct fragments before its 
plunge _ earlier this 
month, Ohio State University 
scientists reported today. 

Dr. John Kraus, director of 
the University’s radio tele- 
scope, said the breakup started 
in late December when three 
distinct parts of Sputnik - I 
were being tracked. Between 
Jan, 2 and Jan. 5, these frag- 


ments began to split up and 


by Jan. 6, eight fragments were 
in orbit, Dr. Kraus said. 

By Jan. 7, one of the frag- 
ments had disappeared. On Jan. 
8, three more fragments were 
gone and by Jan. 9 all but one 
had disappeared. Dr. Kraus 
said he believes the final frag- 
ment fell on Jan. 10, 98 days 
after the satellite was launched. 

The Ohio observatory tracked 
the satellite by means of ra- 
dio signals from the National 
Bureau of Standards radio sta- 


tion WWV near Washington. 


These signals—at a frequency 
of 20 megacycles—were detect- 
ed by the university's radio 


telescope after being reflect- 


ed from the ionization columns 


(tracks of electrically charged 
‘air particles) produced by the 
satellite as it sped through the 
‘upper atmosphere.

White said he wants both 
the supersonic B-58s and the 
slower B-42s, but he has only so 
much money and has to choose 
between them. He said he feels 
strongly that approximately 
$700,000,000 additional ought 
to be appropriated for the Air 
Force. 

Gavin told the subcommittee 
it was not until Jan. 4 that 
the Army got permission to 
try to build a 500-mile mid- 
range missile of the type he 
said the Soviet army took 
through Red Square in Mos- 
cow last Nov. 7.

“We had on hand a back-up 
missile for that one still in the 
original satellite configuration, 
and at varying times during 
this period we suggested in- 
formally and verbally that if 
they really wanted a satellite 


(to be put into orbit around the ' 


earth), we could use that back- 
up missile as a satellite. 

“In various languages our 
fingers were slapped and we 
were told to mind our own 
business, that Vanguard was 
going to take care of the sat- 
ellite program.”

The cabinet authorized Pre- 
mier Gaillard to demand a 
vote of confidence. The vote 
was set for Thursday and could 
topple his 242-month-old gov- 


ernment unless he can rally 
support inside his own coal- 
ition, 

Paris war veterans called a 
meeting of protest for tonight. 
Strong police reinforcements 
were ordered out to prevent 


possible violence. 

The storm blew up an hour 
after. Parliament opened when 
several deputies tried to raise 
questions about war veterans’ 
pensions. The deputies all 
were from parties nominally a 
part of Gaillard’s coalition. 

The deputies, fresh from a 
New Year holiday, were pro- 
testing against a measure in 
the 1958 budget allowing the 
government to postpone until 
the end of the year the usual 
quarterly payments to veterans 
and prisoners of World War I.

Priority to Defense. 


Knowland said that despite 
expected protests in connec- 
tion with the water resources 
projects he was confident it 
would be “‘the general feeling 
of Congress and the country 
that first priority will have to 
be given to defense.” 

The Congressmen discussed 
also with the President the 
special message on defense re- 
organization which Mr. Ejisen- 
hower plans to send to Con- 
gress soon.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (UP) 
—Secretary of Treasury Robert 
B. Anderson sent Congress a 
request for a temporary in- 
crease of five billion doliars in 
the public debt limit today. 


The present limit is 275 bil- 
lion dollars. The current debt 
is $274,250.766,593. 

President Eisenhower, 
budget message to Congress 
vesterday, said the present 
limit is “too restrictive in view 
of rising defense expenditures 
and of the need for more flexi- 
bility to permit efficient and 
economical debt management.” 

Anderson requested that the 
temporary increase run from 
the date it would be signed 
into law until the end of the 

next fiscal year—June 30. 1959. 

The request compares with 
the last temporary boost of 
three billion dollars approved 
by Congress for fiscal 1957 
which ended last June 30. and 
the six billion dollar tempo- 
rary boost authorized by Con- 
gress for the twd years ended 
June 30, 1956

Special incentives would be 
offered to non-commissioned 
and non-career officers to 
serve beyond their obligated 
period of service and new pay 
scales would be introduced to 
relate pay to responsibility.

Mack N. McCollum, detective 


Oct. 11 on charges of taking 
money from a narcotics ped- 
dier, has been licensed as a 
private detective by License 
Collector Joseph T. Hayden, it 
was learned yesterday. 

Another former detective, 
Wardell Spencer, fired Oct. 14 
after he pleaded guilty of un- 
becoming conduct in keeping 
company with a woman nar- 
cotic addict, has an application 
for a private detective license 
pending. 

Hayden said he issued the 
license to McCollum Dec. 16 
after receiving a Police De- 
partment report on McCollum’s 
application, which showed 
nothing detrimental against 
him except a reference to the 
dismissal, with no details given 
and no recommendation. 

On the basis of this report, 
together with strong letters of 
recommendation by several 
citizens including Alderman T. 
H. Mayberry, Fourth Ward 
Democrat, Hayden said he had 
no grounds to justify turning 
down the application. 


Ordinance Requirements. 


Under city ordinance the col- 
lector is required to deliver 
applications for private detec- 
tive licenses to the cheif of 
police for investigation and to 
issue a license if it appears 
from “the report and recom- 
mendation of the chief of po- 
lice . .. that the applicant is 
of good character and approved 
competencey and integrity.” 

Chief of Police Jeremiah 
O'Connell told the Post-Dis- 
patch it was not department 
policy to make recommenda- 
tions on such applications, but 
merely to state the facts. 

Neither McCollum’s nor 
Spencer's application was 
handled personally by Chief 
O'Connell. McCollum’s appli- 
cation was referred to Capt.

Help for a Family Crisis 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

John Keasler’s recent entertain- 
{ng account of his trials as a pinch- 
hitting homemaker has_ spoken 
feelingly also in behalf of many 
similarly harassed and frustrated 
husbands and fathers. 

From the stand-point of the well- 
being of families and children, the 
illness or incapacity of the mother 
is a situation of major crisis. The 
community does have certain serv- 
ices directed to such crises, spe- 
cifically a homemaker service 
which is available through four 
agencies —the Family and Chil- 
dren’s Service, Jewish Family 
Service Agency, Catholi¢ Family 
Service of Society of St. Vincent 
de Paul. Also the St. Louis County 
Welfare Office, through its Child 
Welfare Services is in the process 
of establishing one. 

These agencies recruit and train 
homemakers for housekeeping and 
care of children for temporary 
periods. Some service is also avail- 
able to older persons no longer 
able to manage alone all their own 
housekeeping.

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The Budget Question 


On both the revenue and the expediture sides, 
President Eisenhower's budget calls for the clos- 
est scrutiny in Congress. | 

The budget shows a rise over the current year 
of $1,100,000,000 in total spending and $900,- 
000,000 in spending for “national security,” 
which includes defense and foreign military aid. 
When inflation and ihcreased Government pay 
are taken inte aécount, these represent fairly 
moderate increases in actual Government activ- 
ity. Are the dncreasés sufficient to meet the 
responsibilities of today’s world and national 
situation? Do they reflect the sense of urgency 
which is so plainly needed? 

The Post-Dispatch military analyst calculates 
that apart from pay increases the military 

budget contemplates an increase in other spend- 
ing of less than $200,000,000, and that in 
terms of real military effort this budget falls 
more than a billion dollars short of the levels 
suggested by the Rockefeller report as the mini- 
mum for national security. 

On the other hand, President Eisenhower 
says that fiscal 1959 expenditures for missiles, 
nuclear ships, atomic energy, research and de- 
velopment, science and education and a de- 
fense contingency fund will exceed those for 
1957 by $2,800,000,000. He argues that reduc- 
tion in manpower and elimination of expendi- 
tures connected with obsolete weapons will help 
make possible the needed increase in expendi- 
ture on advanced weapons. 

Judging by his evident desire to show an in- 
crease in defense spending, President Eisen- 
hower must agree that a greater national effort 
is the only possible answer to Soviet gains in 
science and weapons development. But is the 
increase he calls for. real or illusory? Is it a 
matter of substance or of bookkeeping? And is 
it enough’*to constitute an adequate response 
to our situation? These are questions for Con- 
gress to answer, 

As to the revenue side, there can be little 
doubt that the President is highly optimistic in 
forecasting a two-billion-dollar rise in tax re- 
ceipts at a time when receipts are going down 
so sharply that the expected 1958 surplus has 
already turned into a deficit. If business fails 
to come out of its current recession immediately, 
or if Congress fails to adopt 5-cent postage, or 
if the President's suggested economies in farm 
subsidies, veterans’ benefits and other fields are 
not achieved—in any of these circumstances, his 
cherished balance of the new budget will vanish 
overnight, just as did the balance of the current 
budget. 

What Mr. Eisenhower could not bring himself 
to say,’ but what we hope the Administration 
believes, is that the dollars-and-cents balance is 
much less important than the security and wel- 
fare balance. Congress will have to determine 
what levels of defense and other essential spend- 
ing are necessary, and then raise the money to 

support them in whatever way is most appro- 
priate to the economic situation it faces next 
summer. Should the business decline continue 
instead of curing itself as the President expects, 
it is even conceivable that a tax reduction and 
deficit spending would be called for.

This yea® he does not 
seek a single dollar for “building schools. 

His program thus falls short of meeting funda- 
mental school needs, which are just what they 
were last year, the year before, and the year 
before that. ‘on 

There are not enough classrooms for a rapidly 
growing school pepulation. A conservative esti- 
mate sets the shortage at about 200,000 rooms. 

Not endugh suitably trained individuals are 
making a career of teaching. According to the 
prevailing trend, about 9 per cent—or 116,00@— 


of those now in the profession will quit this year. > 


The average teachér’s salary of $4520 \a year

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U.S. Snafu on Okinawa 

What has just happened at Okinawa ought to 
cause United States officialdom in Washington 
to do some thinking about the soundness of our 
policies and procedures on that important, if 
small, Pacific island. We say “officialdom' in 
Washington” because American officialdom on 
Okinawa has been by now thoroughly rebuffed 
by the natives. 

The latest adverse judgment came Sunday 
when “an ardent foe of the United States”— 
the description is that of the Associated Press— 
was elected Mayor of Naha, the capital. As the 


_seongjusive results were reported, Okinawa citi- 


zens jammed the streets and cheered the defeat 
pf{.the American-backed candidate. 

Why? Because our military, authorities have 
made a series of highly unpopular moves on 
Okinawa. A year ago last month the citizens of 
Naha elected as Mayor, Kamegiro Senaga, sup- 
potted by the Communists ‘and opposed to 
United States interests. Almost immediately the 
American command cut off all aid funds to 
Naha. Lt. Gen. James Moore, High Commission- 
er of the Ryukyus, issued the order. 

Then came the Naha council election last 
August, when the United States backed candi- 
dates pledged to-unseat Senaga. But instead of 
losing strength, Senaga gained. Winning 12 
seats on the council, he had more than he 
needed to prevent a no-<onfidence vote. In No- 
vember, Gen. Moore himself changed several 
ordinances, including the one governing a quo- 
rum in the council. This enabled the United 
States supported membérs to oust Senega by a 
vote of 17 to 10. 

Sunday’s election between two new candidates, 
Tatsuo Taira, supported by American interests, 
and Saichi Kaneshi, follower of Senaga, resulted 
in Kaneshi's election, 35,000 to 34,000. After his 
defeat, Taira said dt was-due to the way in which 
United States policies on Okinawa are keeping 
alive “anti-American feeling.” Certainly Gen. 
Moore’s surnimary changes of the rules in the 
middle of the game hurt the United States.

His ingratiating smile and his repu- 
tation as a conciliator among allies 
persuaded great numbers of people 
that he would, if elected President, 
put a¢damper on the more annoying 
animosities of petty bickering. 


Mr. Eisenhower did more than that. 
So far as his own adopted party was 
concerned, he erased most of the dif- 
ferences between it and the New Deal. 


The Democrats, of course, survive 
as the inventors of this body of per- 
nicious nonsense, and they are now 
in the happy position of being able 
to say that the man who tried to steal 
their stuff didn’t manage the inher- 
itance - successfully —- as if anyone 
could. 

The result {s that the Republican 
party has never been feebler, more 
disunited, or more lacking in leader- 
ship and direction than at present. 
There is no longer a Senator Taft to 
pick up the pieces: only a Sherman 
Adams, of all small bore operatives 
perhaps the smallest.

A Captivating Heroine 


THE WHITE MOUSE, by Russell Brad. 
don. (Norton, 254 pgs., $3.95.) 


The .White Mouse was the highly 
improbable code name of Nancy 
Wake, leader of a band of 700 Maquis 
in the forests of Auvergne, France. 
She was born in Australia, but was 
married to a wealthy French indus- 
trialist when the Germans overran 
France in World War II. She fmme- 
diately became a member of the 
underground, escaped to England, and 
returned to France as a fully trained 
agent and saboteur just before D 
day. When the war ended, she had 
earned the highest awards of three 
countries. She was a true heroine, 
and a remarkable one at that. 

Russell Braddon telis the story of 
The White Mouse with great verve 
and fascination. He is so excited by 


‘ her personality and her exploits, that 


her adyentures seem to tumble from 
his pen. It seems as though he can 
hardly contain himself. He is not 
only captivated by her daring, but 
quite taken by her charms, which she 
apparently used to good advantage on 
many occasions. 
*« - . 

One of the main faults of “The 
White Mouse” ig that the author is 
so impressed by the exploits of his 
heroine that she can do no wron-. 
This makes it difficult for him to 
focus on anyone but her. Dozens of 
important characters pass before t*e 
reader, but they are almost faceless 
and formless in contrast to the power 
and excitement with which Mr. Brad- 
don has endowed The White Mouse. 
The result is a: book which fairly 
rolls along, but at an uneven pace, 
as the author fails to search out 
anyone but his protagonist. 


It is unfortunate that Mr. Braddon 
has not probed Nancy Wake’s char- 
acter more deeply. She was a hero- 
ine whose deeds few people have ever 
approached, teven in fiction. Her sac- 
rifices and courage were almost un- 
believable. And yet, there seems to 
have been nothing in her early life 
Her early 
formative years were not extraordi- 
nary, her @ducation was only aver- 
age, and her married life, although 
luxurious, was only routine. 

What then, gave rise to her appar- 
ent compulsion for heroism and sac- 
rifice? In spite of living so close 
to his subject, the author fails to ex- 
plore this obvious question. Had Mr. 
Braddon done this, he might have 
written a fine and meaningful book 
instead of one of mere surface ad- 
venture.

FINAL REPORT: DIPLOMATIC MEM.- 
OIRS OF COLONEL JOSEF BECK. 
(Robert Speller, 263 pgs., $6.) 


Col. Josef Beck was Poland’s For- 
eign Minister between the two world 
wars. This book is an account of 
Poland’s foreign policy from May 
1926 until the invasion of the country 
by Russia on one side and Germany 
from the other, on Sept. 1, 1939. 

Between the two wars Poland 
underwent many changes and partook 
in many international counsels. Col. 
Beck, a protege of Marshal Pilsudski, 
represented his country at the League 
of Nations and the various confer- 
ences which decided or attempted to 
solve the countless European pro'- 
lems of the time. How well the job 
was done, how justified Col. Beck is 
in his observations, attitudes and crit- 
icisms, must be left to the individual 
analyst to decide. Col. Beck was a 
controversial figure and his memoirs 
are the mirror of the author.

Residents of Overland will 
vote April 1 on a proposal for 
creation of a board of free- 
holders to draft a charter mod-

HEN the American 
Bowling Con¢ress voted 
to hold the 1958 A.B.C, 


tournament in Syracuse, 
N.Y., just 85 miles from its 
1956 site, Rochester, there 
was some doubt about the 
enthusiasm the bowlers 
would display. It isn’t too 
difficult to sell people on an 
event once, but to get them 
interested enough to set 
aside cash for entry fees and 
travel expenses again just 
two years later is often 
tougher. But not always— 
the upcoming A.B.C. meet 
was a quick “sell-out.” 

Teams had until Nov. 5 to 
reserve choice dates in the 
1958 event. A.B.C. officials 
were stunned when 4106 
five-man teams got their en- 
tries in by that date. 

The closing date for en- 
tries is Feb. 11, so there is 
no way of knowing what the 
total will be, but is likely to 
be under 6000. It will be im- 
possible for Syracuse to ap- 
proach the record of 8180 
teams that competed in the 
A.B.C. at Chicago in 1953 
because the New York com- 
munity will have only ‘36 
lanes and run two months. 
Chicago had 40 and ran more 
than three months. 

When the entries began to 
pour in, the A.B.C. extend- 
ed the Syracuse meet two 
days through June 3, with 
the chance of additional days 
being provided. 

Perhaps the most impor- 
tant fact brought out by the 
response in Rochester and 
Syracuse is that bowling is 
no longer a game associated 
primarily with the Midwest.

Does Your Family 
Show a Profit? 


By the Editors of Changing Times Magazine 


(Third of a Series.) 

ALTHOUGH A FAMILY usually doesn't think of itself 
as making a profit, every family should be building up 
savings or property having monetary value. These values 
should be measured periodically. Only in this way. can 
the family know for sure whether it is moving “up in the 
world, standing still or slipping back. 

The profit in any one year might be considered to be 
the total of these values. For most families, net worth 
changes very slowly. There isn't much point in revising the 
figures oftener than every three months or sfx months. 

The way to figure net worth is simply to put a mone- 
tary value on your major assets such as house, car, stocks, 
bonds, cash reserves of insurance policies and savings 
accounts. Then subtract liabilities such as mortgages, 
loans and other debts. Omit such hard-to-evaluate items 
as household effects and clothing. Look at the sample 
chart below for ideas. 


STATEMENT CF NET UORTH-

By noting how fast your net worth is increasing, you 
can estimate how long it will take for you to be worth 
$50,000, $100,000 or even $1,000,000. 


Don’t soft-soap yourself when figuring your 
net worth. You can’t make much of a mistake 
when evaluating stocks, bonds and savings ac- 
counts. But it’s easy to fool yourself on your car, 
The value of a new car drops drastically the mo- 
ment you drive it out of the showrooia, and it 
continues to depreciate pretty rapidly. 


A house on the other hand does not depreciate much 
if it is kept repaired, painted and modernized. In fact 
a well-built house in a good neighborhood can rise in 
value in a period of inflation. The way to be realistic 
about your car and house is to look through the ads for 
prices of comparable cars and houses. 

How much of the money you put into your major assets 
do you really save? It may be smaller than you think. 
Figure how much your net worth has increased during 
the past year. Now figure how much it cost you in cold 
cash to get that increase. 


Assume, for example, your net worth con- 
sists of a house, a car, cash value of insurance poli- 
cies, a savings account, some savings bonds and 
common stocks, minus a mortgage and a loan on 
the car. During the past year the net value of 
this went up, say, $400. Now, from your cash fore- 
cast, figure how much you paid out on these items. 
You may find that it cost you $1000 to get that 
~syer $400 net increase. 


Part of the other $600° obviously went for use 
of the house and car and for life insurance protec- 
tion. But much of it also went for interest payments, de- 
preciation and other charges. Here, then, is something 
to concentrate on; these are expenses that should be kept 
to a minimum.

Parents of Children With Dread Disease Organize, Seek Funds for ott

A YEAR AGO I stood be- 
side a hospital bed and 
watched a tiny baby in an oxy- 
gan tent, fighting a losing 
battle for life. Six-month-old 
Tommy had cystic fibrosis, a 
disease of infants and children, 
from which the majority die 
early in life. Doctors gave him 
days to live. 

The young mother was torn 
between bravado and bitter- 
ness. Trying to help, I told her 
I had heard of a —— organi- 
zation of parents of children 
with C-F, and suggested 
it might help, even if her child 
were gone, to feel she was do- 
ing something to fight 
killer. She shook her head, 


“Oh JI wouldn't mind,” she 
said, “if it were an 
tion that did something, but 
just to sit around and cry on 
somebody's shoulder — no, 
that’s not for me.” 


This is, in effect, a mes- 
sage to that mother and any 
other parents who have ex- 
perienced cystic fibrosis in 
the family. Members of the 
St. Louis Chapter of the Na- 
tional Cystic Fibrosis Re- 
search Foundation do not sit 
around and cry on each 
other’s shoulder, even though 
all of them have children 
who are sick or have died of 
the disease. The 30 pairs who 
make up the organization are 
doing something, a great 
deal, to arouse interest and 
assistance for the cause of 
C-F. . 


Both Gov. James T.* Blair 
and Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
have proclaimed January as 
cystic fibrosis month, a for- 
mality, of course, but one de- 
signed to make the public 
aware of the disease. News- 
papers, radio and TV statigns, 
billboards will aid the cam- 
paign. Tonight and tomorrow 
night AMVET Emmet Memor- 
ial Post No. 34 will. conduct a 
door-to-door fund solicitation. 

“Our aim is to collect funds 
for research,” said local C-F 
president Don Rankin, “but 
primarily to educate people so 
they know something about 
this disease which occurs in 
one of 600 children.” 


THE RANKINS were among 
those who had never heard of 
the disease until it hit their 
2-year-old daughter. A few 
months before her death, in 
October 1955, their dactor 
showed them a news story 
about the formation of the na- 
tional organization, but they 
were too upset to do anything 
about it. Shortly after her 
death, a magazine story on C-F 
appeared and this time they 
wrote for information on how 
to form a local chapter. In 
September 1956 the group was 
chartered. The members, 
mostly secured through news- 
paper and word-of-mouth pub- 
licity, included the Rankins, 
the Bruce Cashions, Jerome 
Goodmans, Neal Purdys, Art 
Newmans and Larry Bumbs. 

Similar experiences were 
enough to weld acquaintance 
into friendship. With some the 
C-F child was their first, with 
others the third or fourth. With 
all, the abnormality of the sit- 
uation had been bewildering 
and heartbreaking.

posits which lead to respira- 
tory troubles and prevent the 
pancreas from delivering nor- 
mal digestive juices to the 
small intestines. Chronic cough- 
ing, breathing difficulty, pneu- 
monia, a large appetite but 
little weight gain, and diarrhea 
are symptoms, 


“The more we study the di- 
sease, the more abnormalities 
we find,” reported Dr. Neal 
Middelkamp, who has _ seen 
many C-F cases at St. Louis 
Children’s Hospital. “It may 
show up as a digestive disturb- 
ance first although this is not 
the fatal factor. The lung di- 
sease is the thing that kills.” 


Dr. Middelkamp pays tribute 
to the mothers as “darn good 
doctors.” Most of them become 
acquainted with administering 
the purified pancreatic extract 
which must be given daily to 
aid digestion. To control the 
lung disease, patients are con- 
stantly on antibiotics, some of 
which work on one child but 
not on another. Excessive per- 
spiration is a danger in sum- 
mer. Medicine expenses are 
crippling to the average family, 
ranging from $50 a month to 
$50 a week. 


THE FAMILY with cystic 
fibrosis in its midst lives, as 
someone expressed it, with an 
“ever-present sword of Damo- 
cles over its head.” Infection 
must be avoided and one never 
knows what the next day will 
bring. But the situation is far 
more hopeful than in 1938 
when C-F was 100 per cent 
fatal. Now there are C-F 
youngsters in their teens and 
twenties leading normal lives. 

Eldest in the St. Louis group 
is a 14-year-old girl who at- 
tends school, swims, ice skates, 
rides horseback, plays tennis, 
and, adds her mother, “be- 
bops.” Her only problem is 
carrying medicine with her and 
her mother was delighted to 
learn from other mothers that

the medicine could be obtained 
in tablet form. 

Exchange of information and 
ideas among parents is one 
value of the organization. We 
listened in as ‘Mrs. Cashion, 
Mrs. Goodman, Mrs. Bumb, 
Mrs. Henry Rathert and Mrs. 
Dale Lueking told of expe- 
riences, experiences which il- 
lustrated the range of severity 
and what Mrs. Goodman calls 
“ “consistent inconsistency” 
of C-F. 


The Goodmans lost one child 
at birth, have a §-year-old 
daughter so mildly affected she 
is able to perform in a chil- 
dren’s theater group. The 
Cashions Rave a 3-year-old 
daughter, the Luekings a 2- 
year-old son, both with less se- 
vere symptoms. The Ratherts, 
on the other hand, have lost 
three of four affected children. 
You ask Mrs. Rathert how she 
bears up under it and she 
smiles. 

“We have three healthy 
older children and that helps,” 
she said quietly. “And even 
our 3-year-old who's affected 
gives us a lot of pleasure. 
They’re normal children in 
many ways.” 


The incidence of C-F in 
families indicates that it is 
hereditary though at present 
it is believed te occur only 
when both parents have the 
recessive gene. In families 
where it does occur, one out 
ef four children will be af- 
fected. 


Often C-F has been confused 
with other diseases; asthma, 
bronchitis, and without excep- 
tion, every mother to whom we 
talked told of a search for 
diagnosis. In many cases, the 
mother read a magazine article, 
took it to her doctor and asked, 
“Could it be this?”

Food Surplus in a Hungry World 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 
NEW YORK. 

FOR A MAJOR PART of the 
world food is one of the things 
that occupies the thoughts of 
the greatest number of people. 
We though rather narrowly 
about this great gift given to 
our country, namely, surplus 
of foods. ! 

We have tried in various 
ways to bring about an equal- 
ity of earning power for the 
men and women who live on 


our farms and produce the 
food, and for the men and 
women in industry. To do 


this, we thought only in ‘terms 
of keeping up a domestic price 
and cutting down supplies, 
which became a burden to us. 
This showed lack of im- 
agination and, J think, lack 
of trust in the ability of the 
American people to compre- 
hend the real problems of 
the world today. With a 
large part of the world hun- 
gry, particularly the chil- 
dren, we did devise some 
ways of selling surplus food, 
receiving in payment the 
curréncies of various coun- 
tries and using these curren- 
cies for government purposes 
within those countries. 
We even engaged in a cer- 
tain amount of barter, but this 
did not actually use up the sur- 


pluses which we had or might 
have had. We have never said 
to our farmers: 

“You are among the most 
important people in our coun- 
try. You can make friends for 
us all over the world. You can 
give us a diplomatic weapon 
unsurpassed by any in the 
hands of any other nation, for 
you will meet the vital need of 
masses of people the world 
over. Your government will 
work with the United Nations 
Agency of Food and Agricul- 
ture. It will discover through 
that agency’s studies where 
your production can be of most 
value.” 


SURELY the farm organiza- 
tions in our country, together 
with our agricultural scientists 
and farm experts, can work 
out a detailed plan to use the 
farm people of our nation— 
men and women <a in 
the most’ fundamental of all 
industries—as one of the ways 
to meet the Soviet threat and 
to show that we understand 
the need of the peoples of the 
world and are ready to help 
in a >. Rees way. 

ave talked with farm 
wR I know they are glad 
to help not only for humani- 
tarian reasons but for pa- 
triotic reasons. They are 
proud to feel that they have 
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a real contribution to make 
to the safety of their coun- 
try. We have no surpluses 
as long as there are hungry 
people both in our own coun- 
try and throughout the 
world. 

How you accomplish these 
ends are details to be worked 
out. But as an example our 
own Government, having once 
decided that we must produce 
to the maximum, could set 
aside a small amount to see to 
it that school lunches were 
amply provided for, that wel- 
fare budgets — presently not 
tied to the cost of living and 
frequently not providing an 
adequate diet @— are supple- 
mented and that people living 
‘on fixed pensions are also pro- 
vided with the means for a 
better diet. 

THEN, relieved of certain ex- 
penditures geared to prevent 
production, the Government 
might well be able to work 
out a subsidy for transporta- 
tion of food and for buying all 
extra surpluses to be produced 
and sold with U.N. advice and 
agreement at a world price, as 
far as possible, and to given 
where the need is great and 
the ability to buy inadequate. 

It is a difference in invest- 
ment which might pay divi- 
dends in good will.

A Critie’s Views 
On Farm Program 


“THEN ‘VHAT IS WRONG with our farm program— 
and what kind of « program WOULD work?” This is a 
question we are often asked and never mind trying to an- 
swer if the questioner has time to listen. After all, America 
has spent many years, 
millions of words, bil- 
lions of dollars, and the 
efforts of thousands of 
men and women of 
greater o: lesser intelli- 
gence and good will on 
the farm problem. You 
can’t solve it in a sen- 
tence or two. Farmers 
are today the only large 
sector of our economy 
who are, virtually, living 
in a depression. Many 
agree our farm program 
is a failure; few agree as 
to why. We can give 
some reasons and a lot 
of people will differ with 
us. But a few who know 
a great deal about farm- 
ing will agree, so that we 
are at least on the side 
of a respectable minority. 
Above everything, our present farm program is political 
rather than agricultural and both Democrats and Repub- 
licans must s!are the blame for its shortcomings, although 
not in equal proportions, The Democrits control Congress 
and thus the log-rolling done there on the farm program. 
The Republicans control the Department of Agriculture; 
and the economic philosophy of the department, which de- 
rives largely from Purdue University and the provincialism 
of Secretary Benson, is more reactionary than anything we 
have seen in government since the Taft Administration. 
The harm done to family farming in America by the pro- 
fessors from Purdue and the Benson men will not be un- 
done in a hundred years—or ever. 


Primary divisions of the farm program have 
to do with parity or price suports, the Soil Bank, 
and the ASC (Agricultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation). The parity program is supposed to 
insure farmers a price for their products that will 
make their dollar equal in purchasing power with 
other dollars in the economy. But parity actually 
covers only about 12 per cent of agricultural pro- 
duction and a half-dozen crops, more or lzss. 


Practically all parity money goes to a few big oper- 
ators who are, by and large, exploiters of the land and who 
produce this half-dozen crops—all of which are in surplus 
supply. Thesé operators are not, in any creative sense, 
farmers at all; they are parasites un the land; producing 
commodities for subsidy instead of for use. Quotas of 
smaller farmers on the 12 per cent of farm production sup- 
ported by parity are kept so low they can seldom afford 
to qualify for loans. 


THE SOIL BANK started its career as a disgrace, 
being used to buy votes from farmers in doubtful states 
ahead of the last election. Since then, Soil Bank money 
has gone chiefly to big producers of surplus crops to bribe 
them to take land out of production. The trouble is they 
take out their worst land and get paid for it; then use the 
money to intensify the cropping of their remaining acres. 
The result is that they raise greater amounts of surplus 
crops on less land on which they are guaranteed a profit 
by parity. The original purpose of the ASC program was 
to help farmers apply measures of conservation and good 
land-use to their acres. Today compliance has been made 
so difficult that the program is at a standstill, which seems 
to be the purpose of its administrators. 


The worst thing about the program is that 
the farmer who has done a good job of land build- 
ing and soil conservation for the past two decades 
is left out and handicapped in every way. The 
truth is, we have a farm program which is—in the 
areas where the money is spent to help stabilize 
agriculture—almost totally bad. No wonder the 
public is susceptible to Administration suggestions 
that farm program money instead of new taxes be 
spent to pay for its missile program. Better make 
the farmer a whipping boy than the politicians or 
the Pentagon; even though it means bankrupting 
agriculture and perhaps precipitating a real de- 
pression. 


There is another thing happening in American agri- 
culture that badly needs looking into. Of course we all 
know there is a trend today toward bigness and that this 
touches agriculture as it does everything else. But what 
about the rate at which good, well-financed, efficient farms 
are being forced out of production or into consolidation, 
while their former owners cut their losses as best they can 
and move out of agriculture? It is very well to say this 
is inevitable; that it is brought on by technological ad- 
vance, greater operating efficiency and the like. There 
are many instances in which these explanations are simply 
not true—and whether the whole thing is fact or semantics 
is something that has never been spelled out clearly. 


IT IS EASY to set up farm programs and a general 
agricultural policy which are based on the philosophy of 
bigness and aimed at aiding large operators at the expense 
of the smaller farmers. Our present program and policy 
seem plainly pointed toward these ends. Then if we shout 
loudly enough for long enough that the trend is toward 
bigger farms, that the family farm cannot survive, that 
only the big land unit can produce efficiently—in the end, 
even the farmers themselves will believe us and cut their 
own throats without protest. 

There are certainly many things wrong in agriculture 
today. The programs by means of which we would right 
these wrongs aren't working; in many instarftes they are 
making matters worse. It seems to me the time has come 
when the farmer must either succumb to his sea of troubles 
—or by opposing, end them.

THERE ARE THOSE who 
claim that money is the root of 
all evil. Then there are others 
who maintain that it helps 
cushion the bumps of person- 
al adversity to an appreciable 
degree. An expert in this field 
should be Jean Paul Getty, 
America’s richest man, whose 
private life has been scarred 
by five unhappy marriages. 


Getty, whose personal for- 
tune is estimated at between 
$700,000,000 and a billion dol- 
lors, is not a man who is in- 
clined to live it up. He does 
not care for clothes, food, lush 
living or cutting a figure in 
society. But apparently he does 
have his romantic side, and 
an interest in subjects other 
than oil wells, board meetings 
and negotiable securities. 


Although he had made 
enough money to retire when 
he was 23 years old, Getty did 
not get around to marriage 
until he was 30. His first wife 
was Jeanette Demont, now the 
wife of an investment broker 
in San Marino, Calif. They 
were married in 1923 in Ven- 
tura, Calif.. when he was 30 
and she 19. They had one son, 
George Franklin. Getty II, 
named for Getty’s father. The 
son is now a vice president of 
Getty Oil Co. 

This marriage ended in di- 
vorce in 1927. 

Her divorce petition painted 
an unpleasant picture of life 
with this man who was then 
said to be making $5000 a 
month. . She accused him of 
calling her “lazy” and their 
child a “brat,” of threatening 
and beating her, and once 
throwing a drinking party 
which ended with fis being 
fined $100 for illegal posses- 
sion of liquor.

The newlyweds lived in Los 
Angeles, but in 1929 Fini’s 
mother died and she arranged 
quickly for a trip home. On 
Dec. 19, 1929, a son, Jean Ron- 
ald, was born. He, too. is a 
vice president in the family oil 
business. 

Getty returned to Germany 
with his wife but had.to hurry 
back after his father had a 
stroke. Somehow their mar- 
riage went on the rocks after 
that, although it was not le- 
gally terminated until 1932, in 
Cuernavaca, Mexico. 

Fini speaks kindly of Getty, 
recalls him as a brilliant man, 
who had a gymnasium in the 
basement, ate health foods, and 
drank liquor sparingly. She 
won't say what kind of settle- 
ment she got but says she’s 
still living on money he sup- 
plied. 


THE FOURTH Mrs. Getty 
was Ann Rork, daughter of Sam 
Rork, a well-known director 
and producer in Hollywood 
during the 1930s. In their sen- 
sational divorce trial in 1935, 
she testified they had married 
themselves in September 1931, 
went through another ceremony 
in Mexico in December of that 
year, but that she did not speak 
Spanish and was not sure. She 
charged him with extreme 
cruelty, abusiveness, and penu- 
ry, but eventually termed his 
support settlement of $2000 a 
month as “just too beautiful.”

IN 1937, Getty rented lodge 
number 4 of the glittering Dia- 
mond Horseshoe at the Metro- 
politan Opera House for Fri- 
day nights. He was in love 
again. This time it was with 
Louise Dudley Lynch, a debu- 
tante from Greenwich, Conn., 
who aspired to be a singer. 
It was the day for society girls 
who wanted to sing. But “Ted- 
dy” Lynch really could sing. 
She sang on sound tracks for 
films, for stars who couldn't, 
on records, radio. Getty’s idea 
was that she could improve by 
seeing great operatic stars such 
as Lily Pons. 

They were married in 1939, 
at the United States consulate 
in Rome where Teddy was con- 
tinuing her operatic studies. 
When the United States went 
to war with Italy in 1941 she 
was interned as an enemy alien 
but came home June 1, 1942, as 
part of a diplomatic exchange. 

They have a son, Timothy, 
11, adored by both of them. 
Not long ago, he nearly lost 
his eyesight, and all of Getty's 
millions could not help. It was 
a difference of opinion over 
bringing Timmy up in an atmos- 
phere of international travel 
that led to their separation and 
a divorce, which is not finalized 
yet.
